NLY-a few people have. yet 

heard of the “Forty-Three 
Group” with headquarters — in 
Bayswater Road, London. But 
the Group will soon make the 
headlines. 


It started 18 months aso, 
when present chiirman Geof- 
frey Bernurd and 42 ex-Service 
collengues met to consider what 
netive steps could be taken 
to combat the resurgence of 
Fascism ‘and anti-Semitism in 
Britain. 


They went into action. the 
first time when Mosleyite John 
Beckett’s British People's. Party 
had held 2 meeting at Saint 
Ermine’s Hotel, near the House, 
of Commons, . 

After a scufilo the Forty-three 
Group retired, ruffled but trium- 
phant. . , 

Since then progress has been 
spectacular. Membership of the 
Group is a closely guarded 
secret, but is certainly not less 
than 1,000 and probably ‘more. 

Although predominantly Jewish, 
many Fasclst-hating Gentiles have 
joined the Group and: ore _ active 
members.

ANY people have asked 
themselves — can — vivi- 


tion, or experimenta- 


tion on living animals, be justi- 
fied? 

Lest any may imagine that 
vivisection is not eruel, they 
have only to consider the nature 
of n few experiments. 

Animals have been st rved 
or deformed by unnatural diets; 
brought to the end-point — of 
fatigue by swimming or on the 
treadmills; baked in ovens to 
ascertain the temperature that 
causes death under varying de- 
frees of humidity; their bowels 
have been subjected to the 
action of corrosive acids over 
Jong periods while the intestine 
has’ been ligatured ; the skulls 
of monkeys have been hored 
and an virus injected directly 
into the brain in an attempt to 
induce infantile paralysis; rub- 
ber balloons inserted inthe in- 
ternal organs and inflated to 
demonstrate the effects of dis- 
tension,

Hopeful Signs 


There are hopeful signs already of 
a beginning in this direction, Strange 
to relate, they came from a country 
we have mostly regurded: as back- 
ward--Mexico—where the Natlonal 
School of Merlicine of Mexico City 
has made a start by abolishing, ex- 
periments upon dogs and domestic 
animals, ‘ 


The specious plea: “If we didn't 
experiment on animals we should! 
have to experiment on humans" Is 
really too’ absurd to need refuting. 
How many of the animal experi- 
ments would be , of any use at all 
UNLESS subsequently tested’ upon 
man? 

Obviously then, the more animal 
experiments,—the_more_ human _¢ 
periments; the more we cneourag 
vivisection, the more likely we are 
to be vivisected. 


The Moral Side 


Deep down at the root of humon 
misery lurks the old hell-born lie 
that “the end justifies the means.” 

It strikes at the very foundations 
of Right and Wrong.
